Empower the Lord Lieutenant to alter the Boundaries of 
Petty Sessions Districts in Ireland. 

DE it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be quoted as the Petty Sessions Districts 

Boundaries (Ireland) Act, 1887. 

2. The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland in Council may from time 
to time divide each county or riding of a county in Ireland into 
convenient petty sessions districts for the purposes of the Petty 
10 Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851, and the Acts altering and amending 
the same, and may declare the several parishes or townlands or 
portions of parishes or townlands of which each such district shall 
consist, and may include in any of such districts any townlands or 
portions of townlands of any adjoining county where it shall be 
15 conducive to the public convenience. 
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
